Here Is How We See It 


For two seats on the Board of Selectman, we like Milton 


‘Greenberg and Janet D. Lake. 


Greenberg, 46 Sagamore Drive, founder and president of 
GCA Corp., is seeking his second three-year term. We have 
been impressed during his first term with his careful 
reasoning and agree with his studied efforts to help preserve 
Andover’s character while at the same time seeking to be 
cooperative with region-wide problems and issues. Mrs. 
Lake is secretary and vice chairman of the Council on Ag- 
ing, where her work has won acclaim. Her stands on 
rebuilding Andover’s business community, cutting taxes, 
regionalization and preserving what is good about Andover 
impress us. 

Six men are seeking two seats on the school committee 
and the race has developed, regretfully, into a battle 
between the ‘“‘progressives’’ and the “‘traditionalists.’’ We 
say regretfully because we can’t for the life of us figure out 
just what makes a ‘“‘progressive’’ and just what makes a 
“‘traditionalist.’’ We would prefer candidates who watch the 
budget carefully, who select administrators and teachers 
with utmost concern and who keep themselves alert to how 
educational programs work, not how they are supposed to 
work. 

For School Committee, we endorse present chairman 
Francis E. Griggs, Jr. and George F. Olesen, Jr. 

Griggs, we suppose, is on the ‘‘traditionalist”’ side, but we 
like him more for his energy, his honesty and his calm, 
methodical way of handling school business more than for 
any label someone might put on him. 

We are impressed with Olesen’s background, which in- 
cludes service on the Cambridge School Committee for 
three terms. 


Another Andover election 
campaign will come to a close 
on Monday, when 13,855 voters 
will be eligible to cast ballots at 
the town’s six precincts to 
choose two selectmen, two 
school committee members, 
and decide on five questions on' 
the ballot. , 

Running unopposed are 
Moderator William A. Dalton 
and Andover Housing Authority 
member Thomas R. Wallace. 

Much of the attention of the 
campaign to date has been 
focused on the school com- 
mittee race where Chairman 
Francis Griggs is seeking re- 
election to another three-year 
term, along with five other can- 
didates aspiring to the two 
terms open on the board. 

William F.. King, a two-term 
school committeeman is not 
seeking re-election. 

In the selectmen’s race, In- 
cumbent Milton Greenberg is

the tax burden to be spread over 
a three-year period. 

The salaries have been a 
problem since deferred by Town 
Meeting a year ago to Fiscal 
1965. Special legislation had 
allowed the deferral when the 
switchover was made to a new 
fiscal year, and a cumbersome 
18-month budget ensued (Jan. 1, 
1973 to June 30, 1974.) 

Because teachers are also paid 
in July and August, for services 
rendered before June 30, the 
Town otherwise would have had 
to pay 20 month’s salaries in that 
budget, instead of just 18, in- 
creasing the tax burden even 
more. 

The school committee had 
hoped the $600,000 would appear 
twice at the Town meeting, in 
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for the all-Andover district this 
fall. 

In the school board race, 
Francis J. Hill, Jr., who was 
defeated a year ago in his bid 
for re-election, is again seeking 
a berth. Other candidates in the 
race include Dr. Larry L. 
Larsen, a clinical psychologist, 
George F.. Olesen, Jr., a sales 
representative and former 
Cambridge school com- 
mitteeman and Peter D. 
Pingree,. a Lawrence school 
teacher. Carl B. Sykes, a 
producer of education films 
bowed out because of personal 
business. 

The contest, as was the casea 
year ago, appears to be a divi- 
sion of views on Andover’s 
education system, whether it 
should be traditional or open 
concept. The economics of the 
school system has also been an

There is 
no better time to pay for part of 
it at least,’”’ he said.

Alaskan Art To Be 
On Exhibit At Museum 


The most important exhibition 
of native Alaskan art ever 
assembled comes to the Museum 
of Fine Arts March 6 through 
May 26. The Far North: 2000 
Years of American Eskimo and 
Indian Art has received inter- 
national acclaim since its debut 
at the National Gallery of Art in 
Washington, D.C. last March. 
Boston is the final visit for this 
traveling exhibition which was 
organized by the Amon Carter 
Museum of Western Art, Fort 
Worth, Texas. 

Most of the artifacts in the ex- 
hibition date from early ex- 
plorations in the Pacific 
Northwest before Alaska was 
acquired by the United States in 
1867. For more than 200 years, 
the region was visited by ex- 
plorers and fur traders who 
returned to their homes in 
Russia, Western Europe and the 
Eastern seaboard of the U.S. 
carrying choice native objects 
with them. 

Four distinct cultures are 
represented in the exhibition - - 
the Athabaskan, Eskimo, Aleut 
and Tlingit. The objects on view - 
- ceremonial masks and regalia, 


clothing household items, etc. - -

were traced to their present 
owners in assembling the exhibi- 
tion. 

Other pieces included have 
only been uncovered in recent 
decades by archaeological ex- 
cavation. This show reunites for 
the first time over 300 objects 
from collections all over the 
Western hemisphere. Many of 
these have never before been ex- 
hibited to the public. 

High points in the exhibition in- 
clude a 15 foot reconstruction of a 
Kashim or ‘dance house,’ model- 
ed after the original made from 
whale jaw bones, and a 14 foot 
Kwakiutl totem pole. Visitors 
will be able to view these objects 
in their natural context with the 
mountainous terrain, coastal 
edge and mossy flora recreated 
in the galleries. 

The Museum of Fine Arts has 
organized an extensive 
educational program in conjunc- 
tion with The Far North. A series 
of gallery talks and lectures will 
be given by native Alaskans and 
eminent anthropologists. A 
program of films providing ad- 
ditional insight into traditional 
and contemporary life styles of 
the Alaskan natives will be 
screened regularly. One of the 
first and finest ethnographic 
films ever made, Nanook of the 
North by Robert Flaherty (1920) 
is on the schedule. 

A slide-tape presentation on 
view in an adjoining gallery 
focuses on the land and life styles 
of contemporary Alaskan 
natives. A segment of the tape 
will be devoted to poetry 
readings in the native Alaskan 
language. Also on view in gallery 
AB will be the artwork of 
Alaskan children’ and 
photographic portraits. Special 
events include craft 
demonstrations, dance _perfor- 
mances and story-telling for 
children. A catalogue illustrating 
all of the works in the exhibition 
is available. An additional fee of 
50 cents for adults and 25 cents 
for children under 16 is charged 
for admission to this major 
special exhibition. 

Guest Curator of the Far North 
exhibition is Peter L. Corey, 
former Curator at Cooperstown 
Indian Museum and the Alaskan 
State Museum, Juneau. He is 
also a consultant for the major 
Northwest Coast Exhibit 
scheduled to open in March .

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‘ Candidates Express Views At LWV Program 


THE TOWNSMAN, FEBRUARY 28, 1974 


A near-capacity crowd listened 
in West Elementary School 
auditorium Tuesday night, as the 
candidates for selectmen and 
school committee in Monday’s 
election expressed their views 
and answered a handful of 
questions. 

Dollar signs, open classrooms, 
home rule were among the 
prevalent topics in the two-hour 
League of Women Voters- 
sponsored program. A coffee 
hour followed. 

Mrs. Nancy Mulvey, League 
president, served as moderator 
for the evening, giving the floor 
first to Town Clerk Elden Salter 
for a lesson in operating the elec- 
tronic voting machines. 

She then introduced William J. 
Dalton, who is running unopposed 
for another term as moderator, 
before calling up the selectmen 
candidates for three-minute talks 
on home rule versus the state and 
areas of conflict in the future. 

Capsules of their talks follow: 

Donald I. Richmond 

The Town of Andover is a 
creature of the state with no in- 
herent powers, Among the areas 
in which the state has already in- 
terfered are building, plumbing, 
electric and health restrictions; 
of fire and police salaries, 
auditing of our tax rate and 
budgets; imposition of Program 
766. 

In the future, it may impose 
mass transportation, construc- 
tion of highways, roadside parks 
that would interfere with in- 
dustrial use of our land. As we 
look more to regionalization, the 
few rights we have will dis- 
appear. If Andover is to remain 
as we know it today, we must do 
it our own way, without calling 
on ‘Big Brother,’’ the state. 

Mrs. Janet Lake 

We do have great infringement 
on our personal liberties as a 
town. One way to prevent, or at 
least slow down, the en- 
croaching, is by doing things 
ourselves. To provide the State 
House with candidates who are 
willing to allow us to use our own 
good judgment. 

As long as we work hard we 
can preserve at least a measure 
of our integrity. 

Milton Greenberg 

Decisions should be made at 
the lowest level where all facts 
are available. The crunch comes 
when there’s violation of the 
rule. To reduce the conflict, the 
Board of Selectmen has _ sup; 
ported the Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission. No other 
town in the Valley is spending as 
much effort in this area. 
Constructive dialogue is one 
answer, plus participation in a 
responsible and flexible way. 


Doyle Property 

When asked from the floor how 
they would vote at Town Meeting 
on acquisition of the Doyle 
property, Mrs. Lake said that the 
preservation of green spaces ‘‘is 
imperative.” 

“If we have an opportunity to 
preserve space so_ desperately 
needed for the future, then I’m in 
favor.’ 

Greenberg allowed that ‘‘We 
own much of our quality of life to 
what was placed in trust for us in 
the past. This is a rare opportuni- 
ty to bank reserves of land. I sup- 
port if fully.”’ 

Richmond, on the other hand, 
said he would reserve judgment 
“‘somewhat’’ because there’s no 
special use in mind for the land. 
“I agree with the viewpoint to 
preserve green space, but not to 
be chased from parcel to parcel 
just because a developer is in- 
terested in it. We need uniformi- 
ty of policy.” 

Capital Expenditures 

In answer to a question about 
foreseeable capital expenditures, 
and services that might have to 
be cut, Richmond answered: 
“I’m not in favor of cutting for 
the sake of cutting; it has to be 
done intelligently. We must 
provide additional services as 
needed to protect our town. Some 
cutting can be done in the area of 
special articles.”’ 

How large the budget is in 
future years, Greenberg said, 
depends on what the citizens de- 
mand. Capital projects, he said, 
will be watched far more careful- 
ly than in the past. 

Mrs. Lake said there seems to 
be a need for careful considera- 
tion of each budget item. ‘‘The 
across-the-board cutting ap- 
proach is not a responsible one,”’ 
she said. She said capital expen- 
ditures also need to be carefully 
coordinated with the school 
department so they won’t have 
major projects in the same year. 

Transportation 

In giving possible solutions to 
transportation problems, 
Greenberg led off by saying that 
there is a large move afoot 
through the merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission and _ its 
Joint Transportation Planning 
Committee. He said a 
Merrimack Valley Transporta- 
tion Authority has also been es- 
tablished, but no one knows yet 
what the needs are. 

Richmond said he would stand 
on the ‘‘principle of free enter- 
prise,’’ rather than subsidizing of 
transportation with tax dollars. 

Mrs. Lake said transportation 


was one of the issues she felt 
most strongly about. With the 


energy crunch and projected in- 
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crease in population, she said, ‘‘I 
envision many routes throughout 
Andover, perhaps mini-buses 
that make loops, or dial-a-bus, 
centering on the business dis- 
trict.” 

She said she would prefer 
small vehicles that would not be 
smelly or cumbersome or 
dangerous, and that financing 
might be done from the private 
sector, with possible federal 
funds to get started. 


Richmond then was questioned 
from the audience about a con- 
tradiction in projected popula- 
tion. He had previously said he 
thought it would remain stable. 

“T have a gut feeling’’ he said, 
naming as factors economic cir- 
cumstances, birth rate, high 
price of land, availability of 
materials and land on which to 
build. 

Mrs. Lake countered that all 
indicators of population are to 
the contrary, that there is a drop 
in elementary enrollments, but 
not junior high or high school. 

“Very young families -.can’t af- 
ford to come here,” she said. 
“Within 20 years our population 
will be 40 to 50,000.”’ 

“The inescapable conclusion,” 
Greenberg added, “‘is that An- 
dover will continue to grow 
despite the momentary economic 
hiccup. Our attempts to stabilize 
the tax rate, improve the quality 
of life, only make it more 
desireable.”’ 


The six school committee can- 
didates followed the selectmen 
trio to the dias, and then there 
were five - - after Carl B. Sykes’ 
announcement that he was bow- 
ing out of the race due to a per- 
sonal business that would make if 
difficult for him to commit 
himself for the next three years. 

Sykes took the moment, 
however, to plug his pet plat- 
forms of the campaign: good 
career education and the ‘‘open 
concept”’ of instruction. 

“The complexity and uncer- 
tainty of our times demand that 
we be ready for the future,’’ he 
said. ‘‘We must help our young 
people be job-oriented with clear- 
cut objectives.” 

“Individualized learning, he 
went on, ‘‘should be continued 
despite problems, not as a pan- 
acea for all students, but as an 
alternative.” 

Individualized learning, par- 
ticularly IMS (math), open 
building, open classrooms and 
open enrollment, took up much of 
the discussion that followed can- 
didates’ three-minute talks on 
school committee goals. 

Synopses of those goals follow: 

Dr. Larry L. Larsen: 

We must find and encourage an 
atmosphere in which the craft of 
teaching can flourish. We hear so 
much about back to basics, yet a 
comparison of an old math book 
printed in 1845, and an IMS hand- 
book, show the same units: 
numerals, addition, subtraction, 
multiplication, etc. . . I submit 
that the same thing that made 
math engaging to a student in 
1845 holds in 1974: the craft of the 
teacher and nothing else. 

I’m also concerned about the 
politics of fear. The underlying 
bitterness and divisiveness that 
reflect in the community as a 
whole and that hinders the 
growth of education. 

Francis J. Hill, Jr. 

My main goal is providing 
equal educational opportunity for 
all students within their ability, 
The best means of carrying out 
this goal is the continuous 
progress. The role of the School 
Committee is in development of 
educational programs. It should 
set goals and review them 
regularly. It should set budget 
with educational goals in mind. 

The present budget ignores 
program assessment at the ex- 
pense of the programs. It is 
possible to have them and still 

_ matmtain a@ stabilized tax-rate. 


There should “be cérstruttive’ 


adversity between the School 
Committee and the staff, not 
merely adversity. 

Dr. Francis Griggs, Jr. 

It's nice to know the old 1845 
values are still the values of to- 
day. My goal is proficiency in the 
three R’s. New programs have 
the same concepts as old ones, 
only different ways of going 
about them. 

Without a firm grip on basic 
skills, other programs have no 
chance to flourishing. For An- 
dover next year, we should con- 
centrate on basic skills, measure 
goals, evaluate performance and 
modify accordingly. We also 
need more career guidance in 
order to make more use of Vo- 
Tech. 

George F. Olesen, Jr. 

To offer the children of An- 
dover the best education all tax- 
payers can afford and fulfill the 
potential of every child. We have 
to use educational tools with a 
track record. I’m opposed to try- 
‘ing things that are new, but we 
need to experiment and debug 
them before bringing them into 
the system. 


We need good written policies 
on hiring, and an annual evalua- 
tion, to attract teachers. When 
you’re good you don’t mind being 
evaluated every year. 

We also have to resolve con- 
flicts between the School Com- 
mittee and the administration. 

Peter D. Pingree - 

Prepare pupils to be productive 
in the community. I favor a 
strong basic program. 

It is important to know how to 
read directions and follow direc- 
tions. A few years ago Andover 
had the second highest cost per 
pupil in the state, next to 
Brookline. We can maintain a 
quality education and reduce the 
cost per pupil. 

I’m concerned when we have 
675 employees for 6700 pupils. 
There are many duplications of 
jobs. How can we combine some 
of them? A reduction of 50 people 
would save $1 million. 

Crowding 

In answer to what crowding 
conditions exist, and their possi- 
ble solutions, Olesen said that 
present facilities are adequate 
for space, ‘‘though we may need 
some juggling, such as seventh 
grade into elementary school or 
ninth grade into high school. 

“But with the lower birth rate 
and economic picture, it doesn’t 
look like we'll need to build.”’ 

With the last statement, at 
least, the other candidates 
generally agreed. 


Larsen said crowding exists in 
three areas: East Junior High 
(50 over), West Junior High (160 
over) and South School (needs 
room to house materials to make 
its programs go.) ‘‘We don’t need 
to erect any new building; 
perhaps one portable classroom 
and eventual redistribution. 


“It’s generally agreed’ Hill 
said, ‘‘that the bulge is at the 
secondary level. We need to look 
at the scheduling, There’s also 
potential for renovation of 
Jackson or Stowe Schools, and of 
renting space for administration. 
There’s a lot of mill space 
around. Perhaps we would put it 
to some use without having to 
build.”’ 

Griggs said the problem is not 
of space but of ‘allocation of 
space.’’ There's plenty of room in 
Kindergarten, he said and in a 
few years the crowding should 
ease at the secondary level. 
‘‘Maybe we can use Jackson 
School because it is usable and 
convenient,’ he said. 

“When I hear of classes of 16,”’ 
Pingree said, *'I wouldn’t think of 
an increase, The Town is mature 
so there aren't more school 
children coming in.”’ 

Open Versus Closed 

Larsen led off in answer to a 
question about open versus clos- 
ed classrooms, 

“The people in Andover are 
focussed on the wrong issue,’’ he 
said,-'*Not all children are going 
to fit’ th “airy *ore kind” of 


classroom. It’s not simply a 
question of walls, but of attitude 
of teachers.” 

“It’s a question of being 
teacher-directed or _ pupil- 
directed, not open and closed,’’ 
Olesen added. ‘It depends on 
whether the teacher will keep a 
close eye on the children, or if 
she sits back and waits for them 
to come to her.”’ 

Pingree said that pupils 
traditionally do well in a closed 
classroom. Only about five per- 
cent are leaders, are self- 
directed, he said, while 95 per- 
cent are followers. ‘‘They need to 
learn the basics better. Later on 
they can have the other.”’ 

Program 766 

The question of how to pay for 
Program 766, the state-mandated 
program for children with 
special learning problems, arose 
from the floor. 

“Other than to write your con- 
gressman there’s not much you 
can do,” Griggs said. ‘‘With 766 
the more you read the less you 
know.” 

“Tf it starts on a large scale,”’ 
he went on, ‘‘It will have to come 
from property tax. I’d almost 
wager that the state will shirk its 
responsibility to reimburse and 
that the towns will carry the 
burden. 

‘766 is a landmark,’ Hill said, 
‘because it takes thelabels off of 
kids, and a landmine, because 
there’s no way to know what it 
will cost. 

The class action approach is in- 
teresting - - put the state taxes in 
escrow, then we might get some 
action. 

Larsen said 766 cannot be fully 
implemented locally without 
State help. ‘‘We have resources 
within the community that we 
can use, such as the Greater 
Lawrence Mental Health 
Center,’’ he said. 

Olesen added, ‘‘We will be pay- 
ing for it one way or another. I 
favor regionalization. The ser- 
vices are more efficient, cost 
less.”’ 

Open Enrollment 

“T favor it,’’ Olesen said of’ 
open enrollment. ‘‘It’s a way of 
offering alternatives - - if the 
responsibility of transportation 
of children from outside the 
geographical school bounds is 
borne by the parents.”’ 

“TI favor it with reservations,” 
Larsen said. ‘‘Who makes the 
choice as to what setting is right 
for a child?” 

“IT see no point in open 
enrollment,’’ Hill-countered. ‘‘I 
feel the full spectrum of options 
already exists.”’ 

“If it doesn’t exist, it could ex- 
ist,’ Griggs quipped. 

Pingree said that he was op- 
posed. ‘‘Youngsters should go to 
the school in their district. 
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Flood Plain Hearing Arouses Area Residents 


Planning Board hearing on flood 
Plain zoning and the proposed 
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rezoning of the Shawsheen Plaza 
area from ‘‘general industrial’’ 
to ‘‘shopping center.”’ 

Opposition from several flood 
area property owners centered 
on dissatisfaction and _ resent- 
ment of federal legislation. 
Several contended that flood in- 
surance was being forced upon 
them, even though they didn’t 
want or need it. 

John Sheehy of the Planning 
Board, however, empasized the 
importance of flood plain zoning 
to both residential and business 
property owners. 


The new Flood Disaster 
Protection Act of 1973 denies any 
federal or federally-related 
financial assistance for any pro- 
ject within special flood hazard 
areas, he said, unless flood in- 
surance is purchased. Insurance 
will only become permanently 
available in those communities 
which adopt acceptable land use 
controls in such areas. 

He went on to explain that such 
‘‘assistance’’ means all forms of 
loans and grants, including 
mortgage loans and disaster 
assistance from either a federal 
agency such as FHA, VA or the 
Small Business Administration, 
or banks and savings and loan 


associations insured by the 
FDIC. 

Thus a homeowner in the flood 
plain area who wants to sell his 
house, for example, may have 
difficulty because a buyer will 
not be able to obtain a mortgage 
from any of those sources unless 
he can purchase flood insurance. 

Robert M. Henderson, presi- 
dent of the Andover Savings 
Bank, added that he thought that 
“from a point of prudence,” 
banks which were not members 
of the FDIC might adopt the 
federal policy on loans to flood 
plain property owners, in regard 
to conventional loans. 

Residents had further 
protested that the ‘‘dire conse- 
quences’’ would follow only if An- 
dover’s river areas were 
designated a flood hazard zone by 
the HUD. 

Attorney John McGarry said it 
would be better to wait and let 
HUD make the designations, and 
Sheehy countered that he felt it 
was better for the Town to take 
the initiative and enact 
something which was acceptable 
locally, but met HUD standards. 

Other board members pointed 
out chat only a small part of the

proposed zoning - - approximate- 
ly 128 acres along the Merrimack 
River and about 447 acres along 
the Shawsheen. 

Unlike many other towns in 
Massachusetts, they said, An- 
dover’s proposed zoning does not 
prohibit all buildifg in the flood 
plain, but makes it subject to 
review and issuance of a special 
permit by the board of appeals. 
That board, therefore, could 
make certain that any building 
that does occur is safe from 
flooding and will not obstruct 
the floodway there so as increase 
flood hazards to others. 

The Planning Board dis- 
tributed a set of questions and 
answers it had prepared on flood 
plain zoning, and one on flood in- 
surance prepared by HUD. These 
materials along with additional 
information for study, are 
available at the library and at the 
Planning Board office. 

David Erickson, vice-chairman 
of the Planning Board, explained 
that the shopping center proposal 
would give the town more control 


over future development or 


reconstruction, than the present 
industrial zoning in the 
Shawsheen area. The industrial 
tag is not an accurate reflection 
of how most of the land is actual- 
ly used, he said, and it permits 
uses, building sizes and 
coverages which could be 
detrimental to the neighborhood 
and to the town. 

‘Shopping center’’ requires 
more parking spaces, and it 
would also require the Board of 
Appeals to issue a special permit 
for all construction on the site. 
’ Atty. Vincent Stulgis, speaking 
in opposition, questioned the 
need for rezoning at this time at 
all. 

The Board tood both questions 
under further advisement. 


Corrugated 
Collections 
Catching On 


The collection of corrugated 
cardboard from Andover 
merchants totaled a whopping 
2750 pounds last Saturday, bring- 
ing in another $40-plus for the 
Town, according to Mrs. Elaine 
Katz, chairman of the Andover 
Recycling Committee. 

Only four week’s old, the cor- 
rugated project produced only 1,- 
000 pounds in its first go-around. 

Credit for the collections, Mrs. 
Katz said, goes to the Chamber of 
Commerce's Retail Task Force, 
Charles Heseltine, chairman, 
and the Task Force’s recycling 
subcommittee, headed by Paul 
Gymrek. 

The merchants who voluntarily 
put out their cardboard on Friday 
nights, she says ‘‘aren’t getting a 
thing”’ for it, nor is the contrac- 
tor Tom Christopher, who picks’ 
it all up in the early Saturday 
morning hours. He makes one 
sweep of the participating stores, 
then drives the load to Essex 
Waste Paper Co. in Lawrence. 
That firm pays $40 per ton for the 
cardboard, and the money is 
turned over to the town. 

Other merchants who would 
like to participate in the pick- 
ups, are asked to call John Lewis 
at Town Hall.

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School Bus Cuts, 
IMS Under Study 


Two potentially inflammatory 
issues, school’ bus cutbacks and 
the Individualized Math System 
(IMS) were passed off along by 
the citizens’ advisory com- 
mittees by the School Committee 
at its meeting last week. 

The administration has now 
been charged to find the com- 
mittees to take the pulse of the 
community on those issues. 

According to Business 
Manager Edward Weil, the 
system could save the taxpayers 
some $50,000 in busing by putting 
more children on each bus, in- 
creasing the daily busing periods 
in order to reduce the number of 
buses, and by reducing the 
number of children being bused 
by pushing mileage limits back to 
the two miles required by the 
state. Andover presently buses 
youngsters who live more than a 
mile-and-a-half from school. 

More children could be put ona 
bus, three to a seat instead of two 
to a seat, Weil said, by 
reclassifying seventh and eighth 
grade students from ‘‘secon- 
dary”’ to ‘‘elementary”’ level. 

However, he added, it was ob- 
vious crowding would result from 
the practice.

The Andover Finance Com- 
mittee has asked the Lawrence 
Regional Vocational Technical 
School to tighten its belt by $162,- 
000. 


Vo-Tech had ‘‘over-budgeted”’ 
to come up with its $4.3 million 
figures, according to Mrs. 
Virginia Cole, a FinCom 
member. 

It planned on a full enrollment 
of 2,000, she said, while current 
numbers are 1,673. 

She said FinCom wasn’t 
suggesting that Vo-Tech cut out 
anything they’re doing, but that 
they not over-estimate. 

Andover’s assessment of the 
proposed budget, based on the 
number of Andover pupils atten- 
ding, would be $143,600. The cut 
would reduce that assessment by 
$5,000 to $6,000.

The Historical Commission 
and Bicentennial Committee are 
producing an illustrated 
brochure of Andover’s buildings 
of historic interest, expected to 
be available by summer.

Built about 1784, the landmark has served as a speaker's platform for 


many historic buildings of the 
two towns, supplemented by a 
slide tape with interior as well as 
exterior pictures, especially ap- 
propriate to the privately owned 
historic buildings, such as the 
Rose Cottage. 

The Rose Cottage was bought 
from Abner Abbot by John 


,Kneeland in 1796, according to 


the research of Arthur Kerwien 
of the Historical Commission and 
the Andover Historical Society. 
The house is believed to be the 
only one of its type remaining in- 
tact. (The Newman Cottage, 
across Central Street, exactly 
like the Rose Cottage, was torn 
down long ago.) It has two 
dormers on a_ story-and-a-half, 
with center chimney and front 
vestibule. Inside it has a unique 
stairway, called a ‘‘ship’s 
Stairway’, fireplaces in every 
room, H & L hinges, iron latches, 
beams, batten doors, wide floor- 
boards, small paned windows, 
(much of it original glass) and 
panelling in the west parlor - all 
are original. 

John Kneeland, who lived in 
this house from 1796 until 1831, 
was a prominent Andover 
citizen, a merchant, lawyer, 
member of State Legislature and 
a member of the Massachusetts 
Constitutional Convention in 
1820. In 1825 when General 
Lafayette revisited this country, 
he was formally greeted by Es- 
quire John Kneeland at the Man- 
sion House, then offered the 
hospitality of Kneeland’s home, 
the Rose Cottage. Motorists lined 
up for gas on Chestnut Street 
might ease their frustrations by 


. appreciating the arch over the 


windows at the side of the Rose 
Cottage’s outer vestibule, 
characteristic of some late 
Colonial builder. Similar arches 
can be seen on the Jonathan Swift 
House, 23 Central Street, nearby. 
There the arches appear not only 
on the side windows of the 
vestibule, but also in the range of 
sheds at the rear. 

The cottage was sold in 1831 to 
Mrs. Sarah Marland, and 
thenceforth was owned by 
various members of the Marland 
family until 1919. When Christ 
Church was founded in 1835, the 
parsonage lot, rectory and bury- 
ing ground were given by 
Abraham Marland and his son, 
John. In the period from 1837 to 
1843, the Rose Cottage served as 
rectory for Christ Church. 

The name ‘‘Rose Cottage’’ was 
given to the building in the early 
1900's when it was used as a .ea 
room The property was deeded 
by Elizabeth Marland to James 
Anderson, and by the estate of 
Mary Ellen Anderson to the pre- 
sent owner, Louise Loring Coffin 
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Andover’s political campaign 
has a little bit missing this year 
with the absence of the landfill 
site on Chandler road as a 
place to meet and chat infor- 
mally with the voters.

Power Co. 
To Delay 
Construction 


New England Power Company 
has announced a delay of at least 
one year in construction of the 
proposed No. 5 Unit at the Salem 
Harbor generating station. The 
880 megawatt fossil-fired addi- 
tion was originally scheduled for 
operation in 1978 at a cost of 
about $300 million. 


In commenting on the decision 
Guy W. Nichols, president of the 
power company, cited the drop in 
: sales due to the energy crisis and 

uncertain and confusing factors 
i now associated with all types of 
energy planning as the primary 
reasons for the delay. Nichols 
said, ‘“‘The company will con- 
» tinue at full speed to obtain the 
necessary environmental ap- 
; provals for the plant, but actual 
construction will be delayed at 

least one year. 


The importance of obtaining 
; these environmental permits and 
licenses cannot be 
; overemphasized,’’ he said. 


3’ “Delays once construction has 
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: begun are very expensive and 
| this is a cost which must be borne 
: ultimately by the consumer. 


“While construction expen- 
‘ ditures would have been minimal 
in the early stages,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘the added time is 
welcome so we can obtain 
necessary rate relief to finance 
the unit in the best interests of 
: the consumer. Our capital spen- 
‘ ding program in 1974 will be 
reduced less than 5 per cent as a 
result of these delays.’ 


Nichols added that, ‘‘The 
Salem site is still the best fossil- 
fired plant location the company 
has. New England Power is 
negotiating with the suppliers of 
the major components so this 
unit can remain in their construc- 
tion schedule for a later date.’’

Dr. Whitehill spent nine years 
in Europe, acquiring his Ph.D. 
from the University of London 
while there, and “falling in love’’ 
with Spain. His first book, 
Spanish Romanesque Architec- 
ture of the Eleventh Century 
attests to his lifelong affair with 
the culture and history of Spain. 

About the same time he 
managed to marry Jane Revere 
Coolidge, a direct descendant of 
Thomas Jefferson. They chose 
western Virginia, Monticello to 
be exact, for their honeymoon. 
Dr. and Mrs. Whitehill have two 
married daughters, both at pre- 
Sent living in Europe, and six 
grandchildren.

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Editorial Comment 


Planning 


In the town report supplement published in last week’s 


TOWNSMAN,, it is interesting to note the activities of the 
planning board during the year just passed. 

During 1973, the planning board reviewed 17 sub- 
divisions containing 308 house lots and examined ad- 
ditional data which indicated approval of still another 106 
house lots. 

Needless to say, the so-called decline in growth as 
evidenced in other communities in the Commonwealth, is 
not present here in Andover. 

All factors which are present here, such as economic 
declines, lowered birth rates, do not seem to deter the 
fact that Andover remains a prime residential area. 

Population figures examined by the planners, indicate 
that the town’s census is not dropping in relation to other 
towns. 

Their job, as they see it, now is to maintain Andover as 
being semi-rural and open. 

The continued appeal of the community and the 
availability still of land, tends to make the job of main- 
taining the character of the town a difficult job for the 
planners as they continue to view even more subdivision 
requests in the year ahead. 

Among their major studies this year will be the matter 
of density zoning, a plan whereby new construction is 
allowed but continues the open space factor. 

And, while viewing such proposals which would limit 
new construction, the planning board must also be aware 
that the community can not afford the luxury of closing 
its borders to those who still wish to make Andover their 
home. 

Zoning changes must be examined carefully, despite 
the possible threat of continuing growth and its 
ramifications. 


Election 


Monday will be the culmination of another active elec- 
tion campaign in Andover. 

Voters will be deciding on their choice for selectmen 
and school committee and also making decisions on some 
administrative changes in town government, through 
their decisions at the ballot box. 

Needless to say, the action of the electorate is impor- 
tant. 

Considerable attention has been focused in the weeks 
of campaigning on the school committee race. There is 
the so-called division of the traditionalists vs. the open 
classroom advocates among the candidates. 

A year ago the issue seemed to be the same, with the 
administration forecasting in advance of the 1973 elec- 
tion that the outcome would establish guidelines for the 
future course of Andover education. 

The public responded at that time, and we trust they 
shall examine the candidates and their stand again this 
year in making the determination as to the future course 
of Andover’s public education system. 

The office of selectmen is likewise important. 
Decisions made by that body are as important as those of 
the school department. As the town continues to grow 
and the need for regional solutions to major problems 
facing communities becomes more important, it is in 
this area of municipal leadership where decisions will 
have to be made. 

As for the questions on the ballot, five in all, they deal 
with removing administrative positions in the public 
works department from civil service status. 

One question deals with granting civil service status to 
the school custodians. 

Two other questions deal with changes in the charter to 
conform to the new fiscal year. 

Monday’s ballot will be small, but the decisions to be 
made by the electorate are major. 

A good, clear response by the voters of Andover on

A great number of trees often 
become invaded by wood rots or 
heart rots, and with no outward 
sign of evidence of such a state of 
decay they can become hazar- 
dous. Heavy winds, or weighted 
with ice or snow, these weakened 
trees become a menace to safety, 
says Robert A. Bartlett. 
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Fungi that ‘cause heart rots 
may enter exposed wood sur- 
faces such as those left by 
breakage of limbs during a 
storm, unprotected scars where 
branches have been cut off or 
dead areas resulting from 
mechanical or other injuries. 

Wood rots develop slowly. They 
go unnoticed. Only periodic ex- 
amination by a tree expert could 
detect them. A high percentage 
of all costly and unsightly storm 
damage might be prevented by 
comprehensive tree sanitation, 
inspection, pruning, cabling and 
bracing. And the menace to life 
as well as tree destruction would 
thus be greatly reduced. 

After such storm damage, 
jagged stumps of fractured 
branches should be pruned back 
flush to the parent limb or trunk, 
and the wound sealed with an an- 
tiseptic paint to prevent inroads 
of rot. All hangers or dangling 
branches should be removed, and 
tears in bark traced back careful- 
ly and antiseptically painted to 
promote callus healing. 

In the spring feed generously 
with a well-balanced tree food.

issue, 

Griggs, a professor at 
Merrimack College, and an 
engineer, campaigned three 
years ago and won election in 
an upset at the time, offering 
himself as a maverick on the 
committee. 

Greenberg is seeking re- 
election to another three-year 
term on the selectmen. He is 
president and chief executive 
officer of the GCA Corp. in Bed- 
ford. 

Mrs. Janet Lake, a housew- 
ife, has been active in many 
community activities, but par- 
ticularly as secretary and vice 
chairman of the council on ag- 
ing. 

Richmond is self-employed in 
real estate investments and 
construction. 

The questions on the ballot, 
with the exception on Question 
Five, were approved by prior 
town meetings votes and need 
only further approval at a 
general election. 

Question five asks the town 
to consider granting civil ser- 
vice status to school custodians 
and was rejected at a previous 
town meeting. 

The first two questions deal 
with changes in the town 
charter, one dealing with the 
time the manager should sub- 
mit his annual budget to the 
Selectmen and finance com- 
mittee, the other affirming the 
selectmen as the town’s policy 
making board. They passed 
Town Meeting practically three 
to one last spring. 

The change in charter is to 
make local bylaws conform to 
the new fiscal year policy and 
allow the submission of budget 
information later than the pre- 
sent Dec. 1 deadline. 

Questions three and four deal 
with taking administrative 
positions in the public works 
department out of civil service 
classification - - in particular 
those of the director of DPW, 
and superintendents of water 
and sewer, forestry and 
highways. 

Town Manger Maynard 
Austin has contended the move 
wolild make recruitment easier 
for those positions, and that the 
persons who now hold them 
knew of the possibility of the 
change before they accepted 
their jobs. The one that would 
not now be affected, he said, 
was that of highway superinten- 
dent. 

Two new polling locations 
will be used for the town elec- 
tion this year. Voters in 
precinct one, formerly using 
the Doherty school, will now 
use the Free Christian church 
on Elm street and voters in 
precinct five, rather than using 
the South school, will use the 
Ballard Vale United church on 
Clark Road. 

The other polling locations 
will be precinct two, Andover 
Baptist church, precinct three, 
Cardinal Cushing Gymnasium, 
Haverhill street, precinct four, 


West Elementary school and 


precinct six, Peabody House, 
Phillips Academy. 

Polls will be open from 8 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. and the electronic 
voting cards will be used. 


Selectmen 
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Greenberg and Edmund Sullivan 
referred to the salaries as ‘‘ac- 
counting fiction,’ and the board 
discussed the possibility of 
deferring the salaries indefinite- 
ly, from year to year. 

Austin said that municpal ac- 
counting was dictated by the 
State and that he could see 
nothing in the law that says they 
could continue to defer it. 

The vote was called, however, 
and Collins was the ‘‘lone nay”’ to 
removing the item from the 
warrant. 

“You can’t be serious,’’ Austin 
told the other four, and Collins 
added in their direction, ‘‘I think 
you're going about this the wrong 
way.”’ 

“they (the School Committee) 
aren’t talking about it, they don’t 
even want to,’’ added Alan 
French. 

“When we're convinced, we 
can put it back in,” another 
board member said. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Kenneth R. Seifert was out of 
town Tuesday, but Business 
Manager Edward Weil, also sur- 
prised by the move and wonder- 
ing ‘‘at the wisdom of the Selec- 
tion,’ said he would be question- 
ing the Town Clerk and Town 
Counsel on the legality of the 
move, particularly since the 
deadline had passed by which a 
group could put an item on the 
warrant via petition. 

School Committee Chairman 
Francis Griggs added Tuesday 
night that a meeting with the 
Selectmen would be upcoming. 

“It seems to me that the 
Selectmen are making an ad- 
mirable pitch to become the 
policy board of the town,’’ Weil 
said earlier. 

“T certainly think this is valid 
in areas where policy boards do 
not exist. But in matters per- 
taining to the schools, a policy 
board does exist. 

‘Beyond that I feel they make 
a mistake because it was decided 
that it wouid be a Town decision 
on the floor of Town Meeting last 
year, when the issue of deferred 
salaries first came up. 
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‘‘Because there's such a 
tremendous Town interest in the 
matter right now, I think it is a 
mistake to deny the townspeople 
the chance to express their 
opinions again this year.” 

From a personal standpoint, I 
happen to feel as I did last year, 
that the salaries should be paid 
out of the current income, 
because they are a current ex- 
pense. 

However, since the Townspeo- 
ple are the ones that have to pay 
it, it should be they who decide. 

“If the Selectmen are opposed 
to bending,’’ he concluded, they 
can certainly express that opi- 
nion on the floor of Town 
Meeting.”’ 
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penditures made during the 
specified reporting periods. 

The first of these reports was 
due by Feb. 22, covering the 
period to Feb. 12, and the final 
report is due 30 days after the 
election, on April 3.
